flicted with an iron furnace-shaker 
hy someone who hnd gained entrance 
to the store during Friday night or 
early this rooming and who strurk 
him over thf head just as the old 
man was about to ill the furnace for 
tho nipht. 


Entrance to the building was pain- 


ed by breaking a pane of Bias* In one 
of the doors opening from the low- 
est cellar of the building, which It 
the floor on which the furnace Is sit- 
uated. The ground level outaide thf 
door is only a few feet hlRher than 
the strip of lowland extending from 
the store property to the track In 
front of tho New York, Onmrio A 
Western depot 
The rear ^trance 


to the store, where th«« window-pane 
was broken, is protected from obser- 
vation by the concrete loading plat- 
form, from which goodn ar»» loaded 
on trurks from the floor above, and 
by concrete pillars supporting 
the 


platform. 
A person could work at 


the broken entrance without being 
observed either from 
the railroad 


depot, which is darkened after the 
last train arrives shortly after eirht 
o'clock at night, or from Fair street 
extension, only a few feet away. 


The lowest floor ot the buildinR 


contains a large number of brick pll- 
liirs which support the upper floors. 
Besides being used for the heating 
plant and storage of coal, the lowest 
floor is used also for the storage of 
emptv parking boxes and barrels, etc 
The furnare Is In the front of the 
cellar, toward North Front 
street, 


and about twenty feet from a stair- 
way leading to the nc*t level, which 
is iised for the display of furniture. 
Above this Is another floor which is 
used for furniture, kltfhenware. etc.. 
and a stairway leads from It to the 
main 
floor.

Mr. Lewis was found about 7:30

Nelson, a salesman, when he arrived 
for work.
